LONDON, Sept. 1.—The minor Fortress 
of Lutsk, which with ‘those of Dubno/ 
and Rovno forms a fortified triangle 
on Russian territory just north. of ‘the’ 


Galician: frontier) was captured by. the 
Austrians today, according to the of- 
ficial report from Vienna. It is in this 
direction that the Austro-German offéen- 
sive has betm the most aggressive dur- 
ing the last few days, the object being 
to separate the Russian army retreating 
through the pripet marshes from that 
operating in Galicia, which yesterday 
inflicted, so the. Russians claim, a 
rather severe defeat on the Austro-Ger- 
mans, 

The capture of Lutsk; however, is 
likely to compel the Russians, despite 
their victory, to evacuate that part’ of 
Galicia still held by them; otherwise 
their flank there would, be. seriously 
threatened. 

Among the rest of the front, except 
in the centre, where the Austro-Germans 
continue to make a slow advance, the 
Russians appear to be holding their own. 
They have thus far prevented the Ger- 
mans from crossing the Dvina at Fried- 
richstadt, where a battle has been in 
progress for several days, they have 
arrested the German offensive between 
that point and the Gulf of Riga, and 
are still holding their ground between 
Kovno and Vilna and before Grodno, al- 
though. the Germans have approached 
the outer position of Grodno Fortress.

The Russian losses, of course, have 
been enormous. According to Berlin, 
the Russians have lost more than one 
million in. prisoners since May 2, the 
date on which-the drive commenced in 
Western Galicia, while during August 
alone the captured included over a quar- 
ter Of a million men and 2,300 cannon. 

The Austro-German losses, too, have 
been heavy. for killed and wounded, 
while the strain on the troops has been 
terrific. They still have, according to 
Petrograd estimates, about 2,000a000 men 
on the eastern front, 300,000 being in 
the Riga region, more than 1,000,000 i 
the centre, and from 600,000 ‘to 700,000 
in Galicia.

NAVAL ACADEMY | HEAD 
IS ORDERED RELIEVED 


Change Attributed to Admiral 
Fullam’s Dissatisfaction at Re- 
salt -of Cribbing Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Sept. ‘1—The United 
States Naval Academy at Annapolis is 
to have a new Superintendent because 
of what-is believed to be the result of 
the belief of Rear Admiral William F. 
Fullam that the manner in which he 
had handled the examination cribbing 
case last Spring was not indorsed by 
the Administration whenit approved the 
findings of the court of ‘inquiry which 
investigated the affair. ; 

Announcement was made by the Navy 
Department today, through Acting Sec- 
retary Franklin D. Roosevelt, that Rear 
Admiral Fullam would be rélieved from 
duty on Sept. 20. He will be succeeded 
by Captain Edward W. Eberle, now, 
Commandant of the Washington Navy 
ard and Superintendent of the Naval Gua 
Factory. 

Captain Eberle was born in Texas and 
brought up in Fort Smith, Ark. He en- 
tered the Naval Academy. on Sept. 8, 
1881. .Graduating in 1885, Midshipman 
Bberle made his first cruise in the old 
Mohican to the South Pacific. Between 
1884 and 1896 Captain Eberle was on 
duty at the Naval Academy in the de- 

artments of international law and Eng- 
ish. After that he was ordered to the 
Oregon, and made the trip around the 
Horn in her’ to take part in the-battle of 
Santiago. On the Oregon Captain Eberle 
was in command of the first gun _di- 
vision of the Oregon's forward thir- 
h guns dws the battle. Cap- 

tain. Bberie was ordered in°1899 to serve 
as aid to Rear Admiral Richard Wain-| 
wright when. the latter became Superin- 
tendent : of Naval emy.'..

District Attorney Smith Gets Copy 
of Warning — Sheriff's Men 
Reported No Bookmaking. 


When he received a report that gam- 
bling. started . with. the first race at 
yesterday’s opening of the fifteen-day 
meet of the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion at Belmont Park,. Governor. Whit- 
man last night sent a telegram’ to 
Sheriff Stephen P. Pettit of Nassau 
County saying that the Governor 
would conduct an investigation of © his 
own. to find if the law was being vio- 
lated and that he would hold the Sheriff 
personally responsible for violations of 
thé law. The Governor’s telegram to 
the Sheriff, a copy of which was sent 
to District Attorney Lewis. J. Smith.of 
Nassau County, read: 

You have abundance of power under the 
law to prevent gambling at the race track, 
I propose’ by independent investigation to 
learn if the law is being» violated at: Bel- 
mont Park. Shall hold you responsible for 
failure to enforce the law if such violations 
occur. The Sheriff is empowered, and i 
his duty, to call to his aid as many  Dep- 
uties as are necessary to put an end to law 
breaking. 

Sheriff. Pettit was not pleased ‘to re- 
ceive the Governor's telegram. He. was 
found at the Elks’ Club in Freeport, and 


when asked what he had to say about 
seg Geyernets proposed investigation, 

@ said: / 

“And so the Governor is going to 
take the matter up himself. Well, I 
won’t object.. He is welcome to the job. 
There were no arrests today because no 
bookmaking was reported to me. I 
my men on the job and I have done*my 
duty. I have nothing further to say 
for publication.’’ : 

Late last night the Sheriff said he 
would reply to the Governor's telegram 
today, either by wire or by letter. He 
did not wish to discuss what he would 
tell the Governor. 

“If the Legislature would make it a 
crime to bet at a race track there 
would be no further need of investiga- 
tions d equivocations,”’ said District 
Attorney Smith. ‘As things are now, 
Belmont Park is no different from any 
other race track in the State. The 
courts have held that oral betting is no 

and that’s what we're up 
against. 


“It is the Sheriff’s duty to make the 
arrests when his men. discover. book- 
making. I am not anxious to spend the 
county’s money to hire men to hunt for 
bookmakers, but if.I have to I will. I 
will prosecute to the limit any one who 
is arrested for bookmaking. 

“TI. have had no report. that’ book- 
making -has been going on-at Belmont 
since May 29, when four men were ar- 
rested and charged with Heokmasthy: 
They are now under indictment and will 
be tried this month. 

“There ig private betting going on, 
of course, and it will go on as long as 
the law stands as it is.’’. 

The meet which opened yesterday is 
the third of the year at Belmont Park. 
The first meet, in May, was under the 
auspices of the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation; another, in July, was con- 
ducted by the Empire State Racing As- 
sociation, and the: present meet: is run 
by. the Westchester Racing Association.

He tells me, 
and if I want to bet he takes me on. No 
money is passed when the wager is 
made, and. very seldom is money. paid 
directly after the race, or even on the 
same day. Practically all of the money 
is paiq over, both by winners and losers, 
the next day. 

“ This system does not provide for the 
man who is not Known to the layer of 
odds, and whom he does not trust. For 
the rane there is the ‘ third pong 
system. If I am a pty i I ask the 
odds, and if they suit me I am referred 
by the layer of odds to a third party, 
a coworker of his. I give the third 
pety my money, and he places the bet, 
making no memorandum—at least, not 
where it is seen. If I win, I get my 
money the next day from the third 
party. This makes it practically impos- 
sible for a man who goes to the race 
track on rare occasions to do any bet- 
ting.

KILL FOUR-YEAR TERM | 
FOR STATE’S GOVERNOR 


Bat “Constitutional Convention 
Raises Salary to $20,000—“ Fed- 
eral Group” Breaks Up. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY; Sept. 1.—The Constitutional 
Convention at its session tonight by the 
decisive vote of 85 to 45 killed a pro- 
posal to increase the Governor’s. term 
from two to four years. Ex-Senator E. 
T. Brackett of Saratoga, was defeated in 
an attempt to keep the Governor’s 
salary at $10,000. Under the proposal 
it is raised to $20,000. Governor Whit- 
man, if the new Constitution is adopted, 
will. enjoy this increase, from Jan, 1 
next. The four-year,term proposal had 
the support. of President Root, George 
‘W. Wickersham, Hénty ‘L. Stimson, ‘and 
State Chairman Frederick .C.. Tanner. 
Louis Marshall. and President Jacob 
Gould Schurman of Cornell, who gen- 
erally stand with what is known as the 
‘“‘Federal’’ group in the convention, to- 
night joined the opposition. 

It was noticeable from the very start 
that there was tremendous sentiment 
against the proposal, which came before 
the convention with the prestige of an 
indorsement from the Committee on 
Governors and other State officers. 

Lemuel E. Quigg, William Barnes and 
President Schurman”® made” speeches in 
opposition. Mr. Stimson spoke in favor 
of the plan. : 

“The Governor should go before the 
people every two years,*’ said Dr. Schur- 
man. ‘‘If he has made good he will 
have no difficulty in getting continued 
in office. If you deprive the people of 
an opportunity to hold their Governor 
accountable at two-year intervals they 
will insist on the recal).’’ 

Mr. Stimson, in defending the proposal, 
said that.it would give the Governor time 
to make Yood and do something of real 
constructive worth. 

Many amendments were sent to the 
desk’ after the debate. One offered by 
Isidore Buxbaum, a Republiean delegate 
from Kings, killed the four-year term.

Will- 
iam Copley Thaw, at her home, in Cres- 
son, Penn., said she knew nothing of her 
son’s actions. Mrs. C. J. Holman, moth- 
er of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, also said 
she would not discuss the case. 

Asked for a statement relative to the 
court action, it was announced at the 
offices of Stone & Stone that the paper 
filed is brief and only intended to ‘‘ start 
the ball rolling.’’ ; 

John Francis was a reporter on 
a New York newspaper when Stanford 
White was shot, and as such met Mrs. 
Thaw. 

The brief papers in the case were not 
available at the Court House. Clerks 
said the papers were presented, and that 
Judge A. B. Reid read them, whereupon 
they were handed back to a representa- 
tive of Thaw’s lawyers, not to. be made 
public until later. 

It is understood the legal documents 


will not be spread upon the public rec- |: 


ords until notice has been served upon 
Mrs. Thaw. The case was made return- 
‘able Oct. 1, when the scheduled term of 
Divorce Court is opened. 


On the day following his release by 
Justice Hendrick, Thaw announced in 
Atlantic City his intention of suing for 
a divorce. He called attention to the 
fact that he -had denied- more than a 
year. ago reports that he was contem- 
plating such a move if freed.

After Thaw escaped conviction on his 
plea of insanity and was sent to Mat- 
teawan; Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, who had 
been the chief witness for her husband, 
visited him several times in the asylum. 
About two weeks after he was sent there 
@ quarrel arose between him and Mrs. 
Thaw, and ghe did not visit him at Mat- 
teawan again. 

For some months Mrs. Thaw lived 
quietly, then she went on the stage as 
a dancer.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 1.—The sale of 
J.. Franklin Baker, tormer third base- 
man of the Athletics and “home run 
king '’ of the American League, will be 
announced tomorrow unless Connie Mack 
refuses to go through with the deal dis- 
cussed here today. Ban Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the American League; President 
Lannin of the Boston Club, Vice-Presi- 
dent Huston of the New York Ameri- 
cans, and President B. S. Shibe of. the 
Athletics were in conference all after- 
noon, and the transfer is expected to 
be made tomorrow. The sale was out- 
right. and the price is believed to be 
$15,000. 

The sale of Baker is part of the plan 
devised by American League club own- 


the game in New York, where interest 
in baseball has taken a big fall owing 
to the poor showing of the Giants and 


the tumbling fortunes of the Yankees. 
More than one American League club 
will contribute to the upbuilding of the 
Yankees, but Baker is the only player 
known to have been settled upon for 
transfer so far. 
Ban Johnson stopped off in New York 
yesterday and eame here today ac- 
companied by Captain Huston of the 
Yankees, the tip. oeing given out that 
Johnson’s trip Last was for the pur- 
pose starting a crusade against 
gambling at the ball parks. As soon 
as the men got together, however, 
Johnson proposed the Baker deal 
Huston expressed his willingness to 
ay a liberal price for the ‘fence 
ante r.’’ There little doubt that 
New York paid well fer Baker, because 
Connie Mack has repeatedly declared 
he would not allow Baker to go to any 
other major league club.

tion recently that Baker was to be sold,

We have 
not desired trouble with’ Germany, 
even to the extent of sundering dip- 
lomatic relations. We have earnestly 
wished to retain her friendship and to 
give her our friendship. It is most 
gratifying to be assured that she has 
had no intention to show deliberate 
unfriendliness and it is’ satisfying to 
know that she intends to conform to 
the usages of civilized warfare. And 
it is not in this country alone that 
this sense of satisfaction will be felt. 
President WILSON in the sécond Lusl- 
tania note told Germany that this 
country was “ contending for nothing 
“less high and sacred than the rights 
“of numanity which every .Govern- 
“ment honors itself in respecting 
“and which no Government is justi- 
“fied in resizning on pehait of those 
“under its care and authority.” The 
President spoke for all neutral na- 
tions, he had become the défender of 
their rights and the privileges of 
their citizens or subjects, which Ger- 
many now acknowledges and will re- 
spect. It is a triumph not only of 
diplomacy but of reason, of right, of 
humanity, of justice, and of truth: 
Americans will be quick to recog- 
nize the very great part that Ambas- 
sador VON BERNSTORFF has played in 
these negotiations, and they will ac- 
cord him full credit for the priceléss 
service he has performed. What we 
have called the German propagandu 
in this country was a mistake, it did 
not promote friendship, it sowed the 
seeds of distrust and resentment. 
Count VON BERNSTORFF, it is now 
plainly evident, has put the truth 
before his Government with unmis- 
takable plainness. He has told Ber- 
lin of the deep and universal feeling 
aroused here’ by the destruction of 
the Lusitania and of the Arabic, he 
has made his influence’ felt, he’ has 
succeeded in bringing his Government 
to see what he saw, to understand the 
sentiment of the American’ people. 
He shares in the triumph: now won. 


THE SELLERS’ FESTIVAL. 

American goods are the dearest ‘in 
the world and yet, at the same time, 
Europe is so much in need of them 
that she has to go on. buying them, 
with the effect of making them dearer 
still. Economic laws are turned up- 
side down. We have, in this country, 
the best market in which to sell and 
the worst market in which to buy. 
But Europe has nothing to sell to us, 
or very little, and her necessities com- 
So, the international 
account is thrown away’ out of bal- 
ance. The buying is all on one side, 
the selling all on the other. 

‘Normally, to continue at all, trade 
must be two-sided, tending always to 
come out even. In the course of a 
peaceful year it comes out so nearly 
even, between the United States and 
Europe, that only 2 or 3 per cent. of the 
total account has to be séttled ‘by the 
transfer of gold from one ‘side of the’ 
Atlantic to the other; for the other 
¥7 or 98 per cent. purchases balance 
sales, back and forth. Hence, the use 
of foreign exchange bills in lieu ‘of 
zo0ld shipments. A merchant in New 
York owing money in London would 
never think of sending gold. He would 
buy from a Wall Street banker a 
draft on a London banker for so many 
pounds sterling. Likewise a London 
merchant owing money in Anierica,} 
perhaps at the very same moment, is 
buying a London banker’s draft on a 
New’ York banker for so many dol- 
lars.

|Hurope would rather pay the premium 
than send the® gold, because, for one 
‘Feason, shipping gdld is very costly 
and extra hazardous in time of war, 
and; for another, all. the belligerents 
Wish t6° keép their ‘gold so long as 
they. can afford to do so. It is, for 
instance, costing Great Britain 7 cents 
in every dollar to pay her American 
debts in credit rather than in gold. 

Roughly, an Américain dollar buys 
a dollar and seven Gents’ worth of 
English goods, “The English money 
equivalent of a “dollar buys only 93 
cents’ worth of American goods. A 
little more than a year “ago; when 
conditions were normal, a.New York 
mérchant désiring to make a remit- 
tance to London went into the for- 
eigh exchange market and bought an 
English pound sterling for $4.87%. 
This week, on the same errand, he 
could buy an English pound sterling 
for $4.50. -Normally, in thé foreign 
exchange market of Wall Street, one 
would Have: to pay 19% cents’ for a 
French franc; one can now buy it 
for 16 2-8 cents. Normally, one would. 
have to pay 23% cents for a German 
mark; it now is worth a triflé more 
than 20 cénts. 

That is‘ the measure in which the 
present state of foreign exchange: fa- 
vors the American who is buying for- 
éign crédit with dollars. On the other 
side is. the corrésponding disadvan- 
tage of the foreigner buying Ameri- 
: or 
marks. Thé cost of remitting $1,000 
to New- York, through a European 
banker, in July, 1914, arid now, com- 
parés as follows: 

In July, 
1914. Now. 
From London 205 pounds 220 pounds 
From Paris. .5,162 francs 6,010 francs 

From Berlin.4,210 marks 5,000 marks 

Only countries at war could afford 
to trade on these onerous térms. They 
aré not likely to become less onérous 
so long as the war continues. The 
amount of gold thatthe Bank of Eng- 
land has allowed to be exported re- 
cently to this country, together with 
largé quantities of American securi- 
ties, has not perceptibly retarded the 
fall of the English pound sterling in 
New York exchange value. And yet, 
there is. somewhere a limit below 
which it cannot go without making 
the cost éven of war munitions pro- 
hibitive. It is obvious, on the other 
hand; ‘that ‘the’ Allies cannot pay in 
gold for the goods they are ' buying 
here—at léast not without utterly de- 
nuding themselves of the precious 
metal. We could no more afford that 
than they could, for without gold they 
would be disastrously impoverished 
as future customers. Neither can we 
afford to take their credit at too great 
a discount. That, also, tends to di- 
minish their future buying power. 
Therefore, it would seem to be the 
task of tHe highest banking intelli- 
gence in this country to develop the 
Ways and means of placing American 
credit at Europe’s disposal on terms 
short of ruinous. We have plenty of 
it. The need is but to mobilize it for 
this purpose. 


THE ONE CONVENTION CITY. 

San Francisco has just launched a 
carpaign to win the next National 
Convention of the Republicans. The 
National Committee is to meet in De- 
cember to decide that question. Other 
cities are also in the race, or will be, 
and the National Committee may be 
misguidec enough to select some other 
than Chicago. Bidding and wire-pull- 
ing decide this matter far too often. 

But thosé who are..not attending 


} their. first Convention, those who go 


regularly as delegates or whose busi- 
ness takes them there, will pray 
mightily that the committee may be 
gifted with a sense of duty. 
ought to be a law” providing that 
all national! conventions of the two 
principal parties be held in Chicago. 
A convention’ can never be comfort- 
able, but it issnearly comfortable in 
Chicago. The surroundings of a con- 
vention can néver be business-like, 
but they are as business-like as pos- 
siblé in Chicago. There’ is as little 
as possible there to fret and worry 
delegates into making a hasty decis- 
ion on some momertitous question so 
that they can gét: out of town on the 
next train.

An Anti-Tetanus Fund for Italy. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Italy, the home of so many of. our sunny, 
industrious co-workers, is in crying, urgent 
neéd of tetanus antitoxin to hold in check 
the dread scourge of army life today. 

With war fought in trenches, dug in richly 
mahured soil, reeking with carrion, the germ 
of tetanus, (lockjaw,) and infection by it are 
‘ever present. Under the unspeakably’ horri- 
ble conditions in which the European strug- 
gle is being waged, where a truce of an hour 
or two to collect the wounded and trans- 
port them immédiately to the rear for proper 
medical attention, contrary to all the’laws of 
humanity and precedent, is not given, the 
dose of anti-tetanus serum that can be ad- 
ministered under fire by the Red Cross on 
the field is’a possible life-saver—at least, a 
probable preventive against a most agonizing, 
lingering death. 

In this emergency American ingenuity has 
devised a package that meets the conditions, 
Contained !in a’ small wooden box; ready for 
Individual injection, are a tetanus antitoxin 
filled phial and syringe, combined, and a 
‘ready, sterilized’ needle, so that the dose in 
‘each package can be injected into each of 
the many infected quickly where they lie-- 
no sterilization each time of syringe and 
needle—no' refilling—the whole apparatus, 
after use, is simply cast away. 

If you Americans, who have been far away 
from the maddening strife, could peer into 
each and every of the hundreds of Europe's 
‘war hospitals today and see therein the hun- 
dreds of jaw-set,’ spine-set martyrs with im- 
ploring eyes, begging for a hasty ending of 
their torture,—if you can picture it—I shall 
not ask in vain for subscription to this — 
tetanus fund.

THE GUARD IN ITS PLACE. 


Its: Jealousy of the Plattsburg Ex- 
periment Is a Narrow Sentiment. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

More than six years’ former service in 4 
‘‘crack’’ National Guard regiment of this 
State, combined with .some intimate’ dbser- 
vation of life im the regular army through 
the fact 6f relationships in the corps of 
officers, may warrant my pointing out that 
nowhere do the published. communications of 
opinion regarding Secretary Garrison’s and 
General Wood's interesting experiment at 
Plattsburg = to..the root. of the matter in 
relation to the National Guard. 

Leaving aside the fact that the one month’ 
intensive training at Plattsburg equals the 
aggregate number of field days’ training re- 
ceived by the averagé .National Guardsman 
in three years, there is this great funda- 
mental Bhd vital difference in favor of 
Plattsburg as against any number of years’ 
service.in the National Guard: 

At Plattsburg there is given to the recruit, 
from the start, ‘the right mental outlook 
upon organized military” governance and its 
problems, Tn this statement I do not refer to 
that” rather indefinite thing in mind in 
speaking of ‘‘ regular army discipline.’’ The 
tactical discipline of several of our leading 
militia units will bear favorable comparison 
with that of the regulars; when the occa- 
sion is actual service. This the writer knows 
from experience in emergency service: But 
no possible solution of the perplexing national 
preblem now confronting us will be found 
in any force of Volunteer permanent soldiery 
whose organized f6rm and conduct rest upon 
the elective privilege and interest of its 
members. 

Here is where, from the start, the Platts- 
burg idea differs strikingly from any solu- 
tion which an exclusive extension of the 
State militia systemt can offer. 
burg camp does not tend to put cérps esprit, 
corps identity, and corps management ahead 
of the needs of larger military policy and 
problems—something bound to result where 
these things proceed from and:rest upon élec- 
tive interest or the club govérning prin- 
ciple. 

This: difference is vital to the question of 
‘efficiency for national needs under the con- 
stantly changing requirements of progressive 
‘military. organization. A wide training move- 
ment of the individual which will leave him 
to fail into place at néed in whatever organ- 
ized. unit may be provided for him, within 
the limits of a general arm, such as cav- 
alry, infantry, &c., provided and maintained 
for him by the discretion of United States 
War Départment authority, and the trans- 
formation of which unit into any other form 
and identity it. would never enter his mind 
to question, is the fundamental and vital 
esséntial which the Plattsburg idea gives the 
recruit at the start, and in the making of 
a real army of soundly disciplined men is 
worth ten years’ training from an entirely 
wrong point of view. 

The best proof of this is the announced 
intention of the National Guard interests of 
the -various States to vigorously and collec- 
tively oppose, at the forthcoming session of 
Congress, the establishment of any other per- 
manent organized volunteer force outside the 
‘present natiofial guard system. Without for 
@ moment impugning the patriotism of the 
National Guard in placing this upon the 
issue of fairfiess and the avoidance of a 
cumbersome multiplicity of kind in our or- 
ganized land forces; this natién ¢atinot con- 
“template the principle and the possibilities, 
in the sphere of national defense, which are 
recognizable in the words ‘organization 
control.’’ 

The National Guerd Was its place, and, 
within its place as a. valuable immediate 
fauxiliary of defense, should be everywhere 
‘encouraged. Its broader-minded members will 
surely agree that it is a question of ‘country 
first,” and from this standpoint draw in- 
‘spiration from the attitude of the regular 
arthy in welcoming whatever will aid. As 
to relative judgment of the means, the writer 
believes that the discretion of the United 
States War Department aythorities can safely 
take precedence over that of the militia, and

In no captious spirit, and as @ patriot who 
believes in adequate defense and p: oa 
ness for real dangers, permit me to call at- 
tention to the following considerations, about 
which one should be very clear before urging 
“instant action. by Congress ’’ and preparing 
to assist a greatly increased army:

@ yard across her border. Moreover, rifle 
shooting has proved the least important 
feature of this war, even when fought across 
adjacent ‘borders. 

2. Of co , army men talk of our help- 
lessness should Germany land several hundred 
thousand men on our shores, The points for 
us: Women to consider are these: Caquld Ger- 
many by any possibility win in this war it 
will only be after fearful loss of all her best 
men; at the end she will have no force ade- 
quate to hold down a hostile Belgium and 
acquire English, French, and Italian col- 
onies-in Africa, to say nothing of shipping 
an army beyond sea to meet our navy, This 
is already next in size to what she had a 
year ago, but maybe its equal when se 
losses are reckoned, 

To prepare for possible dangers is madness. 
‘We can reasonably prepare pnly for probable 
dangers, In the whole history of our Republic 
we have never been attacked, but ourselves 
began three quite unnecessary foreigh wars. 


/It-is-a thousand times more difficult to land 


on hostile shores 3,000 miles from home than 
to march across adjacent borders. These 
facts are ignored in the present craze’ for ea 


‘futile type’ of preparedness. 


Militarists understand the technique of one 
kind of defense, but they &re the poorest 
judges of danger, as they everlastingly look 
on all neighbors as possiblé enemies. Their 
ignorance of new and powerful agencies for 
defense through a League to Enforce Peace, 
through drastic, concerted* economic compul- 
sion, through other new preventive methods, 
makes, them the poorest. guide in a feverisw 
time Hke this. Let women not fear to think 
for themselves and not blindly fotlow the 
noisy alarmists Who are urging a policy that 
would supply fo real preparedness for real 
dangers, but most inadequate ‘préparediiess 
even if their Wildest imagitation of danger 
were realized. To prepare for possible ; 
méang to prepare to face a coalition. We 
can. never do this. Moréover, évery new 
dreadnought we build: means a heavier bur- 
@en on the Orient and increase of militarfem 
there. America must mark. out qa new course, 
not only. for her own sake but for the sake 
of Asia and the world. If she fails and falls 
back on futile, Old World methods, she will 


‘largely be responsible for a militarized China, 


universal conscription, and perpetual terror. 
We are being fooled by the doctrine that if 


only England had had a million trained men 
‘at the start this war might not have hap- 
‘pened. But as The Westminster Gazette de- 


‘clared: ‘' It would, simply have come sooner.” 
Let our women study this problem far more 
carefully, Instead of helping by suggestion 
to create more war scare in offering their 
country houses for hospitals, in some war 
that will not come unless we chdose to bring ~~ 
it on, why not: offer them to help save esc 
lives of a few of the over 600,000 .

with the work of a competent Sompeny 
assembled by Cohan and Harris and 
4 what with his own handy use of sound 
and never Failing theatrical _ material, 
there is. evolved in ‘‘ The House of 
Glass’’ a substantial evening’s enter- 
tainment, 

Ever since a certain evening just about 
three years. ago, two imevitable ques- 
tions have been put clamorously to all 
those emergi from the first night of 
any new melodrama in New York. Is it 
like ‘‘ Within the Law’’? Is it as good 
as “‘ Within the Law’? And those com- 
ing from the first performance of ‘‘ The 
House of Glass ’’ must nod an affirma- 
tive to the first question and to the sec- 
ond, if it be sternly préssed, make an- 
swer: ‘‘No, not quite.”’ 

There is, indeed, a considerable re- 
semblance between the two plays. 
girl is arrested, convicted and sent to 
prison for a theft of which she was ab- 
solutel innocent, and those words of 
Mary Turner's, ‘ for something I haven’t 
done’ echo unspoken through the. four 
acts of Mr. Marcin’s play. ut there is 
the differehce that Mary Turner telent- 
lessly pursued her past and Margaret 
Case is relentlessly pursued by hers. 

The shadow of a prison wali falls 
always across the sunshine of the life 
to which she has made her escape by 
breaking her parole, The house of 
is that in which dwells a prosperous 
railroad head who, as -he is sternly 
pressing the prosecution of a. young em- 
ploye caught stealing, learns at last 
through the very detective whose work 
he is backing up that his own wife is 
an ex-convict. 

The great moment for which Mr. Mar- 
cin builds through the greater part of 
three acts is the one that comes when 
Mrs. Lake has to endure the meeting 
which for years has been her nightmare. 
Hurrying to speak to her husband and 
his guests in -the reception room of her 
elaborate home in New York, she comes 
face to face with the central office man 
who had arrested her as’ a girl i 
Shabby downtown. boardi house. ‘The 
moment is cunningly sustamed by @ tel- 
ephone conversation which holds the 
room silent and keeps 'thesé two facing 
each other, eaeer tr Tnterminkbiy 

For the remainder of that somewhat 
too protracted act, the interest 
slackens somewhat, but it is caggeht up 

again in act four and skillfu y sus- 
tained till the last. It.is rather too 
hag that the final turn of events is 

fofeshadowed from the first by the 
tell-tale program, for if you are ex- 
tremely clever you suspect from the 
fact of an able actor’s being assigned 
to the réle of the Governor of “New York 
that executive clemency will ring down 
the curtain, and it is quite true that 
Mr. Marcin rescues his characters by 
the intervention of the god from the 
political machine. 

As far as the sociological touch is 
felt at all ‘‘ The House of Gl uss,”’ like 
the Veiller melodrama and ‘ Kick In,” 
plays with the question of the dis- 
charged convict and his after-life in a 
distrusting world; but, fortunately per- 
haps, Mr. Marcin seems to care really 
for his story alone d this he has told 
with considerable theatricar ingenuity 
and with a dash—just a dash—of humor. 

The performance is Food, several mem- 
bers of the company ingering as if they 
had forgotten to leave when ‘“ On Trial ” 
moved out for its long journey, on the 
road. As with Mr. Reizenstein’s play, 
so here, the leading réte falls ta Mary 
Ryan, a strikingly similar part, by the 
way, which she plays in much the same 
manner, nicely distinguishing the chang- 
ing woman of the passing years and 
suggesting with suctess the weary col- 
lapse ewhich comes when, beaten half 
insensible by adversity, Margaret Case’s 
spirit of resistance leaves her utterly. 
In the intense emotional scenes Miss 
Ryan falls a little short, but it must be 
said in her behalf that Mr. Marcin has 
turned over to her an unconscionable 
amount of centre-stage agony. 

In other réles, Frederick Burt, Thomas 
Findlay, Harry C. Browne (who has 
learned not :to shout), James C. Mar- 
lowe, Ada Gilman, and Frank Young 
all acauit themselves honorably, But, 
all in all, the finest single contribution 
cf the evening is made by Frank M. 
Thomas, who takes a long stride ahead 
by his strikingly fine, sincere, an 
forceful performance as the thief who 
gets the girl into trouble with the police 
and as the ex-convict who fights all 
his days to -protect her an make 
amends.

With 
Darwin R. James, he and other associ- 
ates helped found the Throop Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in .1862, and upon 
the death of Mr. Jamés Mr. Strong suc- 
ceeded him as senior eldér of the church. } 
Mr. Strong was also one of the founders 
in 1852 of the Throop Avenue Mission 
Sunday school, where he met and mar- 
ried Agnes Scott Patterson, one of the 
teachers of the mission school. Mrs. 
Strong died in January of this yeay. 

Mr. Strong was a Director of the As- 
sociation for the Improvement of the 
Gonaitirn of the Poor, one of the Board 
of Managers of the Brooklyn Bible So- 
ciety, a member of the Society of Old 
Brooklynites, Bureau of Charities, and 
of the Brooklyn City Mission and Tract 
Society.

ALBERT HENRY WALKER. 


Author of “(Walker on Patents” and 
Law Lecturer Dies at 70. 


Albert Henry Walker, the author, lec- 
turer, former member of the Connecticut 
Legislature, who wrote ‘*.Walker on 
Patents,” whith has since its first pub- 
lication in 1883 been the leading text 
and reference book on the patent law 
of the United States, died on Tuesday

Wilt Push Design Bill Again.

The necessary work 
will be done by representatives: of the 
National Registration League, which 
has in its membership a large number 
of leading houses in a wide variety of 
trades. The bill in question, which was 
Settled upon by those interested’ as the 
only satisfactory means of protecting 
owners of original commercial designs 
from the loss entailed by their prompt 
theft by less inventive and ‘scrupulous 
merchants and manufacturers, provides 
for their bulk registration at.a low fee. 
In case of dispute, it is provided that 
priority of registration shall be re- 

garded as “evidence of real ownership.

Trying to’ Vary Shoe Styles. 
Reports from the shoe trade indicate 
that retailers of the better class of goods 
are trying to work out individual styles 
to take the place of the. black shoes 
with white stitching that are now so

is showing a woman’s button shoe made 
entirely of one piece of black kid, in- 
cluding the button fly.

Sardines Getting Scarcer, 

The activities of German army con- 
tractors in buying up large stocks of 
Norwegian sardines at what seem here 
fabulous prices, are interfering with 
American importers getting their usual 
supplies of this fish. Sardine fishing in 
Norway continues in a satisfactory way, 
according to letter advices received by 
handlers in this city, but the prices asked 
for new stock were described by a fac- 
tor in the trade yesterday as ‘‘ crazy.’ 
While firms here desire to place orders 
for fresh supplies, they feel that present 
prices are prohibitive. Stocks are get- 
ting low, but importers in many in- 
stances are not charging high prices for 
the stocks on hand. It was said in the 
trade, however, that when the present 
supplies are exhausted, there will be a 
big jump in rates.

Buyers May Learn Something. 

It has been suggested that, because of 
the difficulties confronting the makers 
of women’s garments this season from 
the standpoint of getting in their fabric 
supplies, the retail buyers should co- 
operate in placing their orders earlier 
than usual. A dress goods salesman, 
who mentjoned the topic, said little in 
the way of such ee can be ex- 
pected from the retail buyers. ‘‘ They 
pass up all warnings,’ he said, ‘‘ and it 
is useless to try and get them to specifiy 
their requirements a minute before they 
are good and ready to put in their or- 
ders. I would. almost say that, if every 
dress goods mill in the country were to 
burn down tomorrow, the retail buyers 
would not be at all disturbed. They 
have adopted the policy of disregarding 
all kindly warnings. All present indi- 
cations ee to a scarcity of dress goods 
this Fall, and I wouldn't be at all sur- 
prised if some of the buyers are to be 
taught a lesson.”’

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Right Upheld to Make a Number of 
Claims in’ a Protest. 


The Boafd of General Appraisers yes- 
terday overruled a claim for shortage 

made by Alexander Murphy & Co., 
Philadelphia. The contention was that 
660 bobbins were missing from cases 
when they were opened at the import- 
ers‘ store. The Customs Examiner re- 
ported that. while he did not count the 
number of; bobbins in each case, he 
checked up the accompanying cards 
and found ‘that they corresponded with 
the invoices. Duty was accordingly 
taken on -this Nagle’ At the hearing a 
witness was put on the stand in pelait 
of the firm, tut his testimony was oe 
scribed by Judge Waite as ‘* meagre.’ 
It was held that a shortage within the 
srontoy of the tariff was not proved, 
the: Collector being affirmed. 

The board reaffirmed the right of an 
importer to make a great number of 
claims for lower duty in a single pro- 
test. The case before the board waa 
that of A. Stein & Co., Chicago, who 
protested the Collector’s assessment vf 
elastic webbing. The Custom House au- 
thorities exacted duty at 60 per cent. 
on the ground that the merchandise wag 
composed in chief value of artificial 
silk. When it came to trying the issue 
the ‘Government counsel asked the 
board to’ dismiss the protest owing to 
the ‘‘ multifarious,’”’ claims made by the 
importers. Judg¢| Howell declined to 
take this action, the General Appraiser 
holding that the various claims were not 
so inconsistent and unreasonable as to 
be misleading. The importers’ chief 
claim was for entry at 25 per cent. 
ad valorem as bandings, bindings, or 
other articles composed of cotton or 
other vegetable fiber. This claim, as 
well as the other alternative claims, 
were overruled. 

In sustaining protests by Brown & 
Reoare the board held that. the protest 
fee of $1 required by the Tariff act of 
1918 does not apply to merchandise en- 
tered and liquidated before the enact- 
ment of the present law, even though 
the protest itself was filed after the iaw 
became effective. The merchandise in- 
volved consisted of 2,120 bales of cork 
shavings, which were returned ‘for dutz 
at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem 
under the act of 1909 as ‘‘ waste."’ The 
board held that the goods should ve 
given free entry lander Paragraph 4547, 
which specifies ‘‘ cork wod, or cork 
bark, unmanufactured.”’ 

Sears, Roebuck & Co., Chicago, were 
sustained in the contention that they 
should got be held liable for duty on 0 
dozen collars never received. The tes- 
timony and the report of the Appraiser 
satisfied the board that the shortage 
existed at the time the importation was 
made. A . reliquidation was ordered. 


AVIATOR ATWATER IN JAIL. 


Husband of Senator Platt’s Former 
Wife Fails to Meet Court Order. 


For failing to comply with the Fed- 


eral Court order requiring him to pay 
$5,000 to his trustee in bankruptcy, Will- 
iam B. Atwater, aviator, was arrested 
yesterday by United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Doran and locked up in Ludlow 
Street Jail. His wife, Lillian Platt At- 
water, widow of former Senator Thomas 
Cc. Platt, failed to come to his assist- 
ance, 

Atwater was directed to pay the $5,000 
by Referee in Bankruptcy W/diam 
Anthony of Newburgh. The rioney was 
supposed to be the remainder of the 
proceeds of a trip that Atwater made 
around the world in 1912, when he gave 
more than 200 exhibition flights. 

Edgar Armstrong Hamilton of 42 
Broadway, Mr. Atwater’s lawyer, said 
if Mrs. Atwater had believed her hus- 
band was justly. obligated to pay the 
$5,000 she would gladly have paid it for 
him, but that she thought the referee’s 
ruling was unfair.

“There are, ac- 
cording to brokers who have seen. it, 
over 300 articles enumerated in the list 
on which bids have been solicited. In- 
cluded inthis list.are practically all 
the drugs and chemicals which Great 
Britain has prohibited from being ex- 
ported, and it is because of her inability 
to get supplies either from that coun- 


try or Germany that Italy, has been 
forced to turn to the Unit States.

That néws merely bore out 
the forecast which had been eurrent for 
a week, yet it was accepted as confirm- 
ing definitely the promise that the rela- 

tions of this Government to Gérmany 
would again meve inte smooth channels 
and that was regarded as news of suffi- 
clent importance to warrant a resump- 
tion of the forward movement. of the 
Stock: Exchange. But that movement 
yseterday hardly seemed a spontaneous 
reflection of increased public confidence. 

.Searcely had news come from Wash- 
ington that Germany had formally ac- 
cepted our position when word went 
forth in trading’ circles that certain 
stocks would be- advanced and the 
market very quickly bore out these pre- 
dictions. It was a professional traders’ 
market rather than a public market 
which responded to yesterday’s news 
from Washington... To that extent this 
news, which had undoubtedly been fully 
anticipated, was the excuse rather than 
the reason for the resumption of the 
upbidding of stocks, which followed 
upon the early uncertaimty. Most of the 
major issues rose relatively little; 
some of the railroad stocks, which had 
been strong on Tuesday; fell back in- 
stead of advancing further; and it was 
left to the war stocks to give the mar- 
ket the largest share of he strength 
which it displayed after the first hour 
of trading. 

With its attention again turned to war 
orders and war stocks, the market 
was disposed to pay little heed to the 
exchange situation, but so far as the 
stock market was related to the finan- 
cial situation as a whole, it had the 
benefit yesterday afternoon of a sharp 
upturn in exchange following the severe 
break at the opening. Much was heard 
yesterday of short covéring in the ex- 
change market after the price had 
dropped to 4.50, compared with 4:55 at 
the close of the previous day, There 
were several reasons why a decline to 
that figure induced short covering. For 
one thing, the rapidity of the decline 
during the last few days offered tempt- 
ing profits td any one who had taken a 
short position in sterling bills. For 
another, the fall to 4.50 fulfilled long- 
standing banking predietions that sterl- 
ing would recede to that figure as a 
result of the enormous buying in this 
market. by England and by those coun- 
tries which Engiand is financing, and as 
a reaction from the conditions which 
a@ year ago drove sterling exchange to 
prohibitively high figures. In addition 
to these considerations the market paid 
attention to the fact that the British 
and French Governments have appointed 
financial delegates to visit this country 
to consider along with our bankers the 
best means of stabilizing the éxchangés. 
It is believed, theréfore, that before very 
long measures looking to. strengthening 
of the exchanges will be adopted, or 
at all events will bé under active dis- 
cussion with the likelihood of some 
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workable plan being devised. 

Qur bankers cannot act alone. Ati 
present the problem is chiefly England’s 
problem. The phases which concern us 
most directly have to do with the ulti- 
mate effect of a demoralized exchange 


situation on our own foreign trade and 
so there is less pressure here than on 
the other side to deal actively with this 
Situation. | The seeds of the present 
movement in exchange were sown a 
year ago when London was insistin 
upon our 3 ying our debts in gold, whic 
we did. Had Londen then taken our 
notes imstead of our gold, she would 
have had an easier means of settling a 
part of what she has sinee come to owe 
us and s0, in our case, if we now take 
notes instead of cash we will be in a 
postiion to stabilize the exchanges in 
our favor should conditions after the 
war bring about a violent recovery tn 
exchange and possibly an advance to 
much above the normal level of the ex- 
change as some bankers thing is likely 
to happen. Markets dealing with each 
other cannot be indifferent to the finan- 
cial position of either; and we have a 
very real interest in co-operating to the 
fullest extent possible with the London 
market in straightening out the exchange 
situation so far as it can be straight- 
ened out under the extraordinary con- 
ditions brought on by. the war. It will 
be with this mutua] interest clearly in 
mind that our bankers will enter upon 
the conferences shortly to be held with 
the English and French representatives 
who are coming to suggest and discuss 
means of restoring a greater degrée of 
order to the exchanges between this 
country and Europe.

Fixed Charges an Embarrassment, 

Conservative bankers, from time. to 
time, caH. attention to the evil of bor- 
rowing money that has to be returned 
on a certain date, only to tie it up in 
the form of a pefmanent investment. 
A bank loan is essentially part of a 
commercial undertaking, and when it is 
used to build plants or buy_rails there 
is Hkely to be difficulty in arranging 
thé financing necéssary to take it up at 
maturity. The greatest evil in the lum- 
ber industry has been the bonding of 
timber and sawmill properties, and the 
customary overcapitalization. It is said 
in the Northwest that almost every 
timber mill with a bond issue has suf- 
fered financial embarrassment. Timber 
properties do not lend themselves to 
bonding because-the lumber business is 
one of violent ups and downs. Usually 
before a mil! with fixed charges to meet 
goes bankrupt it sacrifices its stumpage 
to meet interest and sinking fund 
charges, and this stumpage is generally 
what is called ‘“‘the best logging 
chance.’’

Futures mere. Rifspond to Great 
Strength at Liverpool and 
Then Break. Sharply. 


NET LOSS ABOUT 10 POINTS 


‘Decline in Foreign Exchange Con- 
fuses Sentiment and Is a 
Disturbing Factor. 


Cotton was active and highly irregu- 
lar yesterday, with every bullish and 
bearish factor bidding for supremacy as 
influences on prices. Liverpool showed 
great strength, with an advance of 21 
points in spot cotton on sales of 15,000 
bales. The near positions were 20 Eng- 
lish points, or $2 per bale, higher than 
Tuesday. One private cable said: 

Market firm. Little offering; good de- 
mand for near positions owing to further 
decline in exchange. 

The local market made only a par- 
tial response to Liverpool’s strength, but 
worked 10 to 12 points over Tuesday’s 
closing. On the bulge which carried 
prices close to their high level of Mon- 
day, before the issuance of the Govern- 
ment report, there was heavy selling, 
which caused a break of about 25 points. 
The market closed steady at a net loss 
of about 10 points. 

The foreign exchange situation is dis- 
turbing the trade element on the Cotton 
Exchange. Yesterday’s break to $4.50, 
with the possibility of a still further de- 
cline, naturally puts a damper on the 
bullish enthusiasm of those who realize 
the difficulties arising from this abnor- 
mal situation. .The cost of importation 
by Europe is greatly increased, and 
while the chronic bulls take the view 
that cotton is a necessity instead of a 
luxury and must be bought regardless of 
price, there are many conservatives who 
believe that these purchases will be re- 
duced in volume if Europe finds. diffi- 
culty in making satisfactory payments. 

The weekly weather report was almost 
ignored as a factor. The reading of the 
summary was less favorable than ex- 
pected, and considerable stress was laid 
on cool weather, which is said to have 
retarded growth in the northern sec- 


tions of the belt. In Texas, wet weather 
is said to have caused some rotting of 
bolls. Rust and shedding were reported 
from some. sections, and boll weevils 
were reported as active in Texas. 

Southern spot markets as officially re- 
ported were quiet, 7 to 10 points de- 
cline. The local market for spot cotton 
was quiet, W points decline, 9.75c. for 
middling. Futures closed steady.
